SUBJECT: MOROCCAN FONMIN ON ISRAEL, KOREA, AND THE NAC 

1. DURING MY CALL ON FOREIGN MINISTER LARAKI AUGUST 22 FOLLOWING 
DISCUSSIONS ENSUED: 

ISRAEL: FONMIN LARAKI RAISED QUESTION OF ISRAEL IN COURSE OF OUR 
DISCUSSION ON UPCOMING LIMA CONFERENCE. HE DID NOT EXPECT ANY 
DEFINITIVE RESOLUTIONS ON ISRAEL FROM LIMA GATHERING BECAUSE HE 
SAID LIMA ATTENDANCE WILL BE DOMINATED BY SAME COUNTRIES 
WHO ATTENDED RECENT OAU MEETING IN KAMPALA. HE SAID THAT HOSTILITY 
OF INDIA AND YUGOSLAVIA TO ISRAELI EXPULSION WEIGHS VERY HEAVILY IN 
NON-ALIGNED RANKS. HE ASKED HOW THINGS WERE GOING ON SECRETARY 
KISSINGER S TRIP. I TOLD HIM I HAD NO INFO SINCE AS HE KNEW EVENTS 
MOVE VERY FAST IN THE SHUTTLE FRAMEWORK IN WHICH THESE VISITS 
ARE CONDUCTED. HE REMARKED THAT NO GOOD COULD COME FROM 
EXPULSION RESOLUTION AND THAT MOROCCO WAS NOT IN FAVOR. HE NOTED, 
HOWEVER, THAT ISRAELI MILITARY OPERATIONS IN SOUTHERN LEBANON ON 
VERY DAY OF SECRETARY'S ARRIVAL IN TEL AVIV JEOPARDIZE OUR 
POSITION ESPECIALLY WHEN U.S. MAKES NO PROTEST. HE SAID THAT 
EVERY TIME THIS SORT OF THING HAPPENS THERE IS ANOTHER PUSH BY 
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HE SAID HE APPRECIATES INTERNAL PRESSURES IN U.S. RE ISRAEL 
AND FACT THAT ELECTIONS APPROACHING AND HE SAID THAT MANY ARABS 
ARE COGNIZANT OF THESE PRESSURES, BUT HE REITERATED THAT WE MUST 
UNDERSTAND THAT THIS SORT OF INCIDENT LOSES POINTS FOR US AND 
MAKES IT MORE DIFFICULT FOR PEOPLE TO SUPPORT US. 

KOREA: I RAISED QUESTION OF HOSTILE RESOLUTION AND ASKED WHAT 
MOROCCO'S POSITION IS ON KOREAN QUESTION AT NAC. HE REPEATED 
ESSENTIALLY WHAT HE TOLD THE KOREAN AMBASSADOR AUGUST 20 
(RABAT 4038). LARAKI SAID THAT MOROCCO WILL TAKE POSITION IN LIMA 
THAT EITHER BOTH KOREAS BE ADMITTED OR NONE. HE SAID THAT MOROCCO 
COULD NOT BE SOUTH KOREA S SPOKESMAN BUT THAT IT WOULD STRONGLY 
SUPPORT THIS POSITION. LARAKI THEN ASKED RHETORICALLY, HOW CAN IT 
BE SAID THAT SOUTH KOREA IS ALIGNED BECAUSE OF ITS MILITARY AGREE- 
MENTS WITH THE UNITED STATES WHEN INDIA, DESPITE ITS SIMILAR 
AGREEMENTS WITH THE SOVIET UNION, SUCCESSFULLY PASSES ITSELF OFF 
AS NON-ALIGNED? HE SAID THIS IS NONSENSE. HOWEVER, HE SAID 
HE HAS YET TO STUDY HIS DOSSIER ON HOSTILE RESOLUTION AND HE 
NOTED THAT CONSIDERABLE TIME REMAINS BEFORE THE MATTER WILL COME 
UP. HE ASSURED ME THAT MOROCCO'S POSITION WAS IN NO WAY FIXED 
YET ON THIS QUESTION AND THAT HE WOULD APPROACH IT WITH AN OPEN 
MIND. GIVEN THE CIRCUMSTANCES I DID NOT CONSIDER IT APPROPRIATE 
TO PRESS OUR DETAILED PRESENTATION ON THIS SUBJECT ON HIM AT THIS 
TIME. RECOMMEND USUN PLAN TO FOLLOW UP WITH HIM AFTER HE REACHES 
NEW YORK, SINCE HIS TRAVELS TO LIMA AND PERHAPS ATTENDANCE AT 
SEPTEMBER ISLAMIC FONMIN MEETING IN NEW YORK MAY WELL MEAN 
THAT I WILL HAVE NO FURTHER OPPORTUNITY TO SEE HIM IN RABAT PRIOR 
TOGA. 
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
